Ther^:  is  something  inexpressi¬ 
bly  winning  in  tlx  appearance  of  na¬ 
ture,  even  in  those  seasons  which 
arc  usually  considered  dreary  and 
unwelcome.  When  she  puts  on  her 
severest  features,  and  assumes  a 
most  forbidding  aspect;  she  is  lovely 
still.  From  iny  earliest  youth,  I 
have  derived  an  indescribable,  tho’ 
frequently  melancholy  pleasure  from 
contemplating  the  clcsolatinglravages 
of  autumn  and  the  rugged  barren¬ 
ness  of  winter.  Memory  sti!l  de¬ 
lights  to  dwell  on  the  mingled  emo¬ 
tions  they  produced, and  the  juvenile 
incidents  connected  with  them. — 
How  many  youthful  hours  have  been 
spent  in  roving  amongst  the  wither¬ 
ed  foliage  of  an  adjacent  wood, which 
the  winds  had  driven  together  in 
heaps,  and  wlilcli,  with  all  the  mag¬ 
nanimity  of  a  fancied  conqueror,  I 
scattered  at  my  feet;  in  inarUng, 
with  a  minute  attention,  the  new  and 
varied  openings  occasioned  by  the 
progressive  ravages  of  every  day,  i 
through  which  the  eye  might  catch 
the  distant  landscape  ;  In  sketcliing 
w'it!i  the  pencil  of  fancy,  the  variega¬ 
ted  hues  they  wore',  or  the  romantic 
foims'  tlioy  assumed;  in  listening 
to  the  gentle  rustiing  on  every  side, 
occasioned  by  the  fr«quent  descent 
cf another  and  anotherof  these  faded 


relics.  As  childhood  gave  place  to 
y©uth,  the  same  pursuits  yielded 
new  delights  from  the  new  scenes  of 
thought  they  opened  on  tl;c  expand¬ 
ing  mind  :  and  in  the  faded  foliage 
of  autumn  Inow^  saw  lively  eniblcnis 
of  human  frailty,  the  swift  though 
imperceptible  advances  of  old  age 
and  death ;  the  cileni,  yet  rapid  lapse 
of  time  ;  and  the  transient  beauty  of 
all  earthly  good. 

It  wxs  at  that  period  of  the  year 
in  wl'iich  the  wintry  blasts  threaten 
to  tear  up  by  the  roots,  those  vener¬ 
able  but  leafless  trunks  which  have 
already  survived  the  slmck  of  ages, 
in  which  both  man  and  beast  slirink 
from  the  piercing  cold  and  (hilling 
snow,  and  seek  some  friendly  covert 
—On  such  a  dify  I  resolved  to  en¬ 
counter  the  furious  tempest,  to  tra¬ 
verse  the  snow-clad  fields,  and  visit 
the  accustomed  wood,  vvliich  my 
youthful  footsteps  had  tforldcn  vviili 
so  much  interest.  The  blustering 
north  wind  thundered  among  the 
baic  and  scattered  brauches  ;  iin- 
])rcsscd  with  an  unnsnal  awe,  I  was 
forcibly  reminded  of  tiuU  eventful 
day,  v/hen  the  heavens  shall  pass  a- 
vvay  with  a  great  noise  ;  almost  in¬ 
voluntary  I  stopped  to  pick  up  a 
withered  and  mouldciing  leaf*,  the 
last  memorial  of  former  vorduie, 
and  was  just  arliculating,  we  all  do 
fade  as  a  leaf,”  when  my  car  was  ar¬ 
rested  with  a  deep  and  tremendous 
groan.  Sudden  terror  made  me 
licsitate  for  a  moment  what  to  do  ; 
but  the  powerful  claims  of  humanity 
and  the  yet  more  commanding  dic¬ 
tates  of  conscience  deun  inined  me 
to  lush  into  tiic  tliickest  part  of  tlic 
wood,  from  wfiencc  the  appalling 
sound  had  issued.  I  had  not  pro¬ 
ceeded  far,  before  I  descried  a  man 
apparently  middle-aged,  lialf  sup- 
ported  by  the  decayed  stump  of  an 
hollow  oak  tree,  writhing  as  in  con¬ 
vulsive  agonies,  and  vvcltciiiig  In  Ids 
hlopd.  liis  w  hole  appearance  wa5 
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that  of  complete  wretchedness  ;  in 
every  feature  of  his  emanciated 
countenance  was  engraven,  in  char¬ 
acters  that  none  could  mistake, 
datjmir ;  and  the  stiletto  still  reek- 
iiv*-  uithhlooU,  which  his  tremhling 
hand  still  grasped,  too  manifestly 
proved  that  he  himself  had  perpe¬ 
trated  the  horrid  crirnc.  I  attempt¬ 
ed  to  r.iise  liis  fainting  head,  and  liop- 
c-d,  hy  slow  and  easy  steps,  to  have 
le<l  him  to  the  adjacent  village,  hut 
soon  perceived  from  his  death-like 
paleness,  his  convulsive  starts,  and 
the  cold  sweat  that  trickled  from  ev- 
.  ery  pore,  that  life  was  cbhing  apace. 
The  only  expedient  was  to  hasten  in 
search  of  some  medical  aid  ;  and 
witli  this  design  I  vvas  just  turning 
away,  when  the  unhappy  man  ar- 
rcstctl  me  with  a  ftehlc  and  trem¬ 
hling  arm,  and  uith  a  look  ol  dcs- 
])eration,  that  spoke  the  inward  an¬ 
guish  of  his  sotil,  groaned  out,  “  I’or- 
l,car — yoor  hcnevolcnt  intentions 
arc  fruitless — 1  feel  the  sv/ift  ap¬ 
proach  of  death  ;  no  power  can  snatch 
me  from  destruction,  hut  that  most 
Ircmeiulous  power  which  I  have 
despised,  have  provoked,  have  defi¬ 
ed — and  which  shallsoon overwhelm 
me^with  eternal  conlusion.  His  ex¬ 
hausted  situation  reiiderad  an  inter¬ 
val  of  rest  necessary,  and  aflordcd 
me  an  o[)portunity  of  remonstrating 
wit'll  tlic  wretched  self-murderer, 
on  the  presumptions  act  he  had  just 
coiumiltcd,  and  intreating  him  to 
employ  the  few  invaluable  moments 
that  yet  remained,  in  an  earnest ap- 
l)lication  to  the  throne  of  grace. — 
“  You  see,"  added  he,  “  a  wretch 
whom  pride  and  sensuality  have  mi- 
douc  ;  by  these  I  have  been  delud¬ 
ed,  and  by  these  I  a  am  hurled  into 
the  gulph  of  despair.  Oh  !  what  a 
part  have  f  acted.  iMy  good  pa¬ 
rents’  prayers  and  tears,  instructions 
and  admonitions,  how  do  they  now 
pierce  me  to  the  heart!  The  fre- 
‘juent  convictions  I  have  slighted, 
the  privileges  I  Have  abused,  the 


base  and  hypocritical  professions  I 
have  made  ;  these  are  the  scorpions 
whose  deadly  stings  have  driven  me 
to  this  desperate  deed,  and  hurled 
me  from  this  tremendous  precipice  ! 
How  many  have  I  involved  in  guilt 
and  wretchedness,  whose  curses  I 
now  inherit — friends,  from  whose 
hands  I  have  received  the  highest 
benefits  ;  children,  whose  innocence 
I  ought  to  have  protected  ;  a  wife 
whose  exalted  virtues  have  a  thous- 
I  and  times  put  me  to  the  blush— 
Ah  !  that  thought  maddens  me — 
I  have  have  been  her  persecu¬ 
tor,  have  repaid  with  injuries 
and  treated  with  scorn,  excel¬ 
lence,  which  my  conscience  approv¬ 
ed, my  heart  admired  and  hated  her, 
-because  her  fidelity  and  chastity  re¬ 
proved  my  profligacy  ;  .  Jier  piety 
condemned  iny  irreligion  !’*  After 
a  short  jiausc  to  recover  himself,  he 
feebly  hut  earnestly  exclaimed,  “  Inr 
fatuated  wretch  tliat  I  am  .'  whither 
am  I  hastening  ;  into  whose  pre¬ 
sence  have  I  dared  to  rush  unsum¬ 
moned,  unprepared  ;  Fain  would  I 
have  persuaded  myself  that  there  is 
no  hereafter  ;  no  God  ;  that  the 
grave  would  forever  hide  me.  Up¬ 
on  this  presumption  I  dared  toper- 
jictrate  the  liorid  crime,  from  the 
thought  of  which  I  shrink  with  hor¬ 
ror  ;  an  act  which  has  filled  up  the 
measure  of  mine  iniiiuitics.  But  the 
delusion  is  over,  tlie  pliantoins  of 
false  philosophy,  the  dreams  of  lib¬ 
ertinism,  are  fled.  I  see  before  me 
an  abyss,  from  which  to  fly,  or  to  re¬ 
turn  hack,  is  equally  impossible.  All, 
all  that  surrounds  my  clo&ing  eyes 
15  the  blackness  of  eternal  despair  /’* 

Thrv  closing  his  hlood-stainej' 
baud'!,  and  lifting  up  his  eyes,  as  in 
the  attitude  of  jiraycr,  he  attempted 
to  articulate  “  Great  God  hut  his 
voice  faltered,  his  eyes  closed  ;  un¬ 
able  to  proceed,  he  sunk  to  the 
earth,  and  with  a  groan  that  vibrate^ 
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Religious  Intelligence.

MISSION  TO  THE  JEWS. 


Religious  Litelligcncc. 

The  immense  population  of  Clii- 
na,  and  the  deploral)le  din  kncss  by 
winch  it  is  enveloped?  render  a 
sionary  undertaking  to  that  vastem- 
p-ire  an  object  of  unequalled  niagni- 
tetde  and  importance.  This  consid¬ 
eration  induced  the  directors  to  re¬ 
solve  on  attempting  the  translation 
of  tlic  Holy  Scriptures  into  the 
Ciunese  language,  as  a  measure 
preparatory  to  the  introduction  of 
a  Mibbion  to  that  empire. 

M  a.  RocEiiT  Morrison,  an  ac- 
cepited  Missionary,  having  been 
deemed  a  suitable  person  for  this 
station,  his  studies,  under  t!^e  liev. 
]Mr.  Bogoe,  were  directed  to  a  pre¬ 
paration  for  so  important  an  under¬ 
taking.  He 'was  also  fora  consid¬ 
erable  time  assisted  in  London  l>y 
Yeung  Samm  Tak,  a  native  of  CLi-

dcr  the  patj  onage  of  the  rvlissionary 
Society,  it  was  expected  tliat  his 
services  would  be  dev(>ted  to  the 
heathen  in  Africa.  But  the  Directors 
'with  peculiar  satisfaction  concurred 
in  tlie  desii’c  expressed  by  him,  to 
communicate  to  his  Bit  them,  the 
Je  ws,  the  knowledge  of  Ciiiist,  aiid 
to  remove  from  tlitir  liCarts  (Iiat 
veil  of  ignorance  andunliclicf,  winch 
for  so  many  ages,  has  hidden  from 
them  tlie  glories  of  the  Gospel  dis¬ 
pensation.  Mr.  Frey  having  been 
tlirec  years  in  the  ivlibsionary  Sem¬ 
inary,  conrmeiiced,  in  the  moiith  of 
July  8 105,  Lis  ministry  among  the 
Jews,  and  began  a  course  of  lectures 
at  Jewry  Street  Clnupcl,  In  London, 
(and  since  continued  *at  Sion  ('hap- 
el  )  on  tl'ie  Saturday  evenings. 
These  have  been  well  attended,  and 
several  of  the  Jews  are  become  cn- 
qiiirci  s  after  truth,  and  a  few,  it  is 
hoped,  have  already  been  brought 
to  the  true  knowledge  of  Jesus

Christ.  The  Directors,  judging 
thdt  it  may  he  of  great  use  to  the 
Jews,  not  only  in  this  Kingdom,  but 
on  the  Continent  ‘oiiso,  that  a  scries 
ol*  appropriate  essays  should  be 
drawn  up  and  rirciilated  an\ong 
them  ;  u!i:iniinously  requested  the 
pcrlormancc  ofthiii  service  from  the 
Itev.  Crcvillc  Dwing,  which  he  has 
Vindly  iinderlakcn  to  execute.  A 
committee  has  been  appointed  to 
superintend  Mr.  Frey's  services, 
and  to  consider  what  measures  can 
be  adopted  n)orc  cllcctually  to  cn.- 
gage  the  attention  of  the  Jews  to 
I'liiistianity,  and  to  excite  the  re¬ 
gard  of  liie  pal)lic  more  fully  to  this 
iiiiportatit  I'bjcct.  A  free-school 
was  opened  in  London  in  January 
last,  for  the  instruction  of  Jevvish 
children  <»f  both  seXes  in  useful 
learning,  under  the  su*periatcndaucc 
of  appropriate  coiiimiiiccs. 


Remarhub/c  anecdote  of  a  negro. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lathrop,  of  Spring- 
field,  in  Massaciiusetts,  in  a  sermon 
of  his  to  ilhistratc  this  observation, 
‘‘  that  God  answers  prayer  in  v/ays 
that  we  think  not  of,"  relates  the 
following  anecdote  of  an  African, 
which  he  had  heard  on  good  author- 
ty.  T  he  poor  negro,  in  Ids  own 
country,  was  led  by  contemplation 
on  the  works  of  nature,  to  conceive 
that  there  n)iist  be,  liiough  invisi¬ 
ble  to  him,  a  supreme,  all-powerful, 
wise,  just,  and  good  Ilcing,  who 
nnulc  and  governed  the  world. 
Impressed  with  this  sentiment,  he 
used  dally  to  pray  to  thisgreat  being, 
that  he  might,  by  some  means  cr 
other  be  brougl)t  to  a  more  distinct 
knowlcdsc  of  him,  and  of  the  ;;er- 
vice  due  to  him.  While  i  i  tliis 
contemplative  and  devout  state  of 
nund,  lie,  with  a  numbeu  of  others, 
treacherously  taken  by  some 

his  countrymen,  and  sold  fer  a  i 


slauc.  Now  his  faith  began  to  wa¬ 
ver  ;  for,  thought  he  with  him¬ 
self,  *  if  there  is  such  a  ju^'t  oud 
good  being  as  I  have  supposeii,  how' 
is  it  possible  that  fraud  and  inicnity 
jihould  be  successful  against  inno-

cence  and  integrity  bee. — Tnc 
poor  fellow,  after  several  chang^cs 
of  masters,  was  finally  soid  into  a 
pious  family  in  New  England, 
where  he  vvas  carcfullv  instructed 
in  the  clirislian  religion,  winch  he 
embraced  witli  great  sincerity  and 
joy,  and  obeyed  witli  cxempiary  di¬ 
ligence  and  real.- — In  the  relatioa 
of  this  story  afterwards,  he  often 
made  this  pious  lellection,  That 
while  he  was  perplexed  to  see  the 
triumph  of  fraud  over  innocence, 
God  was  really  answering  his  fer¬ 
vent  prayers,  and  bringi^ig  him  to 
tlic  enjoyment  of  the  means  of  re¬ 
ligious  knowledge  and  eternal  sal¬ 
vation  ;  lliat  what  he  had  th.ouglit 
an  objection  a‘rainst  the  justice  of 
providence,  was  realiy  a  wonderful 
and  merciful  compliance  with  his 
daily  supplication.''  V.
